Washingion, Nov. 25—Commodors J. G. Walker,
Chief of the Hureau of Navigation, Las submitted his
annual repert to the Eecretary of the Nuvy, He
slates that chronometers of forelgn make are no longer
purchased for the Navy.

Atteution is called to the report of Commander IL.
B. Bradford, the Naval Inspector of Electrie Lighting,
pettng forth In detall the operations ¢of the Bureau
during the last year in the maiter of Introducing
eleotrio lights inte maval ships, The first man of War
o the world, says the report, to be lghted by elec-
trioity, the Trenton, wis lustalled under the direction
of this Bureau. ‘This method of lighting has bLean
successful, and It Is now conceded that no ship s
complste without electric lghts; they have been
proved beyond a doubt to exert a direct and salutary
influence upon the sanltary condition, the discipline
and the efficiency of vesscls of war

Commodore Walker siates thut the work ofeccean
surveys in the Pacific has been continued In & salls
faotory manner. In relatlon to derelicts, ho recom-
mends that a small vessel bo assigned to the duty of
destroying or romoving frem the track of vessals ap-
prouaching the great Atlantle ses poris the mauy
wrecks now so dangerous tu coasung and forelgn ves-
sels.
